President Cleveland Declines to

WASHINGTON, 
April 
4.—President 


Cleveland will take no action toward a 
conference of South American repub- 
lics with the United States government 
for the recognition of silver as a money 
metal for at least a year to come. This 
important statement is made upon the 
authority of a high official, whose posi- 
tion entitles vhim to speak with full 
knowledge. 


Requests for this conference have 


been received at the sta.te department, 
and have not yet been officially an- 
swered, owing to a pressure of other 
important business, but at the proper 
time the respective ministers of~tha 
Latin-American 
countries 
will 
be 


informed of the decision of the admin- 
istration, i 


It is believed that the threat ol 


Guatemala and the intimation by the 
president of Slexico that those govern- 
ments will refuse to pay the interest, 
on their'bonded indebtedness, most of 
which is held in Great l»ritaiu and Hol- 
land, except that silver be accepted, 
will have greater effect on public opin- 
ion in Europe than any combination 
for the improvement of silver upon this 
side of the Atlantic. At the present 
price of silver these countries are pay- 
ing1 their foreign crditors from 14 to 18 
per cent interest on their bonds. 


This influence upon European public 


opinion, Senator Allison said Tuesday, 
ought to tend to hasten another inter- 
national monetary conference between 
the great powers, with a sincere pur- 
pose of establishing a bi-metallic stan- 
dard. 


The president is convinced that in-no 


other way.than by international agree- 
ment can the silver problem be solved, 
and in this view ho agrees thoroughly 
with his predecessor. Mr. Harrison. It 
is believed that a year must elar ^e be- 
fore all the forces now operating to il- 
lustrate the disastrous results which 
adverse and hostile action by England 
has had tipon silver can have full ef- 
fect 


That the final outcome will be detri- 


mental to English interests . is gen- 
erally conceded by thoso who have 
made a study of the silver situation, 
aud it is confidently stated that so soon 
as the creditor nation of the world 
finds herself on the losing side of the 
financial problem just so soon will she 
begin to seek means of relief. 


The depreciation in all values is most 


manifest in silver using countries, and 
Mouth American republics seem to have 
hit upon the most direct way of call- 
ing the attention of Europe to the uni- 
versal distress by striking at the pocket 
of the foreign investor in declining to 
pay interest on their bonds except in 
silver.

rible 
catastrophe 
occurred Monday 


night at 11 o'clock, at Calumet Pit, a 
small station about fifteen miles west 
of this city, resulting in the burning to 
death of three children and the total 
destruction of a house and its contents, 
caused by n lamp exploding. 
The 


house was occupied.by Edward Rice, 
section foreman on the. Nickel Plate, at 
that place, his family, and a number 
of the section hands. 
Tho llames were 


discovered by Kice about 11 o'clock, 
and he hastily awoke the inmates and 
assisted his wife and bale, who slept 
on the ground tloor, to a place of 
safety, missing the three other chil- 
dren, who with the section • hands oc- 
cupied the second story. 


The frantic father rushed buck into 


the rapidly burning structure to get 
them, but the Uames had made such 
headway that he was driven back by 
the intense heat. 
He was horribly 


burned on the face and hands and will 
likely die. Several of the sleeping men 
barely had lime to escape, being un- 
able to even partially clothe them- 
selves. 
One of them occupied a bed 


with one of the children, but in his ex- 
citement forgot the sleeping child and 
hastily jumped from the second-story 
window. The ages of the children were 
8, (1 and 4 years respectively. 
Not a 


thing was saved, and the loss will be 
several thousand dollars.

Seed Uiirtrlbution.

It has not yet 
been'; denied by tbe trust, or by any 
agent of it, that the capitalization of 
tbe American Sugar" Refining' company 
is three or four times the real value of 
its investment, apart from acts of con- 
gress; that in 1S9:J it paid dividends of 
7 per cent on Vine-half and '& per cent 
on the other;i'd!f of this enormously 
inflated capital, and that a protection 
of one-half cent on a pound enabled the 
company .to pay dividends of 14.5 per 
cent, on its nominal and probably three 
times that, on its real capital. 


These are matters of public concern, 


for it is proposed to tax every citizen 
of the United States, every inhabitant, 
old and young, within its boundaries, 
for the benefit of the refining interest. 
The dividends paid last year arc con- 
elusive evidence that the present pro- 
tection is excessive; that a quarter of 
it, or one-eight of a cent a pound, would 
in all probability iifford as "liberal 
profits as are secured from any business 
in which the government is not a part- 
ner; and ' it is a reasonable question 
whether a uniform ad valorem rate on 
all sugars might not tvith propriety be 
levied by congress. If the refiners are 
entitled to any protection beyond this, 
the burden of proof is on them to show 
by a detailed statement of the cost of 
production how much protection they' 
need, and if they are unwilling to fur- 
nish a detailed account of the cost of 
production, they should furnish trust- 
worthy evidence of the value of their 
investment. No nmn has a right to the 
use of the taxing power of the govern- 
ment to insure him dividends of 32 pet- 
cent, even if the stock were devoid of 
water, and his exaction from eacli citi- 
zen a small one.—New York Journal 
of Commerce and Commercial Bulletin.

The press aud material of the 
old Times oftice, which had been owned 
by Mr. Ilood and used by Appier & Rate, 
werestill at the old office on Market 
street, over Krautz Lebins' (now Am- 
man's) drugstore.

the material was removed to the Mas- 
sie block, and on the 33d day of that 
month the Times was revived; after a 
sleep of eighteen months, carrying the 
old motto which Hood had placed there 
and which it still carries: "Choose ever 
that which has the fewest faults and 
those least dangerous." It was pub- 
lished by Jas*. VVCand J. R. Newman.'

W. Newman continued as the sole 
editor.and publisher until December 
1, I8!H, thus covering a period of con- 
tinuous editorial management of thirty

The oftice remained in

Massie block until the big fire of 
March (5, "Tl destroyed the whole I'loek, 
including the Uijjgs House and Massie 
block and the presses and nearly all 
the material of the TIMES went, up in 
tlamu aud smoke. 
The office was im- 


mediately refurnished and located in 
the Bishop building on Front street 
until Massie block could be rebuilt.

The speaker 
was accorded the closest attention and 
it was with regret that the audience 
heard his closing words. 


Justice could not be done in a brief 


abstract but some of the 
principle 


thoughts are here presented to give a 
general idea of the lecture. 


For years the southern authors have 


been displacing the northern to .some 
extent in the magazines and novels. 
This is fixing attention on the south 
as a field for fiction and on southern 
minds as the instruments for its de- 
velopment 
Up to the time of tlie 


civil war the south took no prominent 
phicc in literature. 
The bondage of 


nature in any way tends to . stittie the 
creative imagination. . Every 
move- 


ment o£ the race in the direction of 
liberating man 
liberates 
imagina- 


tion. The history of the race is one 
of 
defeat 'and victories, and 
the 


literature 
is 
u, 
record 
o£ tri- 


umphs as well as failures. 
The foun- 


dation of American literature is based 
on the idea of developement, of liberty, 
of Immunity. 
Slavery arose as a bar- 


rier between portions of this country. 
Pure literature was invadedlby section- 
al feelings. 
It became a literature of 


discontent. 
This was all embodied in 


Mrs. 
Stowti's production, "Uncle Tom's 


Cabin," which immortal story is an ex- 
ample of the power of literature to 
alienate and then to reconcile a peo- 
ple. It has done the one and is doing 
the other. * * * The, bcnigncii light 
o£ the ci\Tal war fell and made possible 
National- good will and peace. 
It pro- 


duced a literature based ou a revolu- 
tion of ideas. 


These new ideas to the South were 


that birth and wealth do not make a 
man ; the idea of self respect from la- 
bor; 
power from individual effort: the 


idea that life is before all to be as we 
may choose. This new literature took 
the form of lictiou,' novels and short 
stories. 
There are three classes of 


this ; first, lluit which deals with the 


white trash" of the South ; second, 


that which deals with the old French 
element ; and third, that ot National 
ideas. 
At the close of thu win- the 


great need was that the North and 
South be reunited ; that old preju- 
dices be destroyed. This is being don« 
by writers of fiction. 
This, they lire 


doing by presenting the relation of 
master and slave in its true light, and 
by evidencing the absence of bitterness 
and eliminating all feeling occasioned 
by the civil war. History or prose with 
these objects would not be read. 
The 


North and South both fought for in- 
nate principles. 
The South for the 


right to control property and for self 
government, and the North for human- 
ity and National greatness. 
These 


principles were inherited from our An- 
glo-Saxon forefathers and have been 
the contending principles in 
many 


wars. 
As those con 11 lets have been 


forgotten, so will the Civil war and its 
feelings pass'away and the writers of 
fiction will be largely instrumental in 
bringing that condition about.
